Little to Fear From Storm* 


As far as storms go, the naval avi- 


ators have little to fear. When North 
America and the Atlantic are clear 
of great atmospheric disturbances It 
is almost sure that an airplane co'uld 
travel over the whole breadth of the 
ocean,

west 
to east, without 


encountering a storm. The reason for 
that is thu eastward drift of the at- 
mosphere, credited sometimes to the 
revolution of the earth, and regard- 
ed us responsible, for the Invariable 
tendency of storms in northern lati- 
tudes to travel from west to cast. 
A 


great storm in this country is likely 
to appear in Europe within a few 
days—a fact that was put to use dur- 
ing -the war by meteorologists with

previous to 3S45. built and equipped 
with machinery all the cotton mills 
with the exception of two then in op- 
eration in Lowell, but since then and 
for many years after, nearly all the 
machinery, turbines, water wheels and 
mill gearing have been furnished by 
the Lowell -Machine shop. 


The Locks and Canals company was 


among the first in this country to build 
locomotives and the Lowell Machine

er on the rim arid the racks. 


It tire u»«rs 'better .understood* the 


construction of inner tubes, and, .what 
is more to the point, would put in prac- 
tice what they know, the comfort of 
riding would be greatly enhanced. L&i 
me emphasize several points In this 
article: 


Tho trouble sometimes starts when 


the tubes" are bought. 
They come In 


cardboard boxes, to be sure, "but that 
is no reason why they should he kept 
in such containers any longer than is 
necessary. There Is danger that the 
gum.—and the danger is all th« fireat- 
er If tho gum is of the pure Para va- 
riety.— will bo chafed and eventually 
cracked and ruined. It is a matter of 
economy to purchase a tube basr, which 
soon pays for itself. 


Tlio value of fresh air may he em- 


phasized to advantage in relation to 
.!i-os as It ha.s been in respect to lungs. 
f your machine is to bo 'iaid on the 


shelf" for a few weeks, remove the 
tale air, pump In enough fresh air to 
ound 
out 
the 
tubes, 
cover 
them 


;gaijist the light, and jack up your 
ar. 
On, 
general 
principles, 
tubes 


liould be filled two or three times a 
ear with fresh air, since the effect of 
tale air is in itself deleterious'. 
Reverting to tho subject of preserv- 
er tubes in cases, a given' size of tube 
liould always be placed in the .same 
ize of case. Just as It is inadvisable 
o wear shoos either too large or small 
or one's feel, so is it 
imprudent to 


oep a tube in the wrong-sized con- 
alner. It should be obvious that a 
'A Inch tube, if stored in a 4-Inch 
aso is sure to become wrinkled and 
reased, and It should be equally ohvi- 
us thai a 4-inch tube in a 4V~-!nch 
ISO is bound to stretch and ^et flabby, 


as well as to suffer the ill effects of 
heat and action due to displacement of 
air; and yet people who are aware 
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that shoes which are too-<imall and 
shoes which are too large are similarly 
harmful to their feel, win thoughtless- 
ly or persistently ruin their tiro epuip- 
ment by tho kind of performance which. 
I havo just suggested. 


Itt a Previous article reference was 


mado to the importance of lubrication. 
Before leaving the question of han- 
dling inner tubes as they should be 
handled, let me emphasize the value of 
lubrication. Care should be exercised 
that the lubricant is distributed evenly. 
If the soapstonc or mica, or talc is 
"damped" at one spot, surplus heat is 
Kenerated. which dries the rubber lo- 
cally and promotes 
cracking. 
Tho 


samo undesirable result comes from 
using the lubricating agent too freely; 
for some people, acting upon the mis- 
taken principle that it a little of any- 
thing Is good, more is bettor, are In- 
clined to overdo the lubricating ex- 
pedient. They overdo it Just as they 
injure the lining of their nostrils by 
employing' a salt solution that Is too 
strong for those 
tender 
membranes. 


Do not minimize the importance of 
lubrication, but bo certain that the 
right 
amount 
Is 
distributed 
often 


enough in Hie right way and in the 
right places.
